have held different views concern- 
ing the alleged theft by the former 
of a calf belonging to Russell & 
Bradley, and last week the case 
came up before the courts at Win- 
nemucea for adjudication, result- 
ing in the acquittal of the defend- 
ant. Great interest has been man- 
ifested in the case by Nevada stock- 
men, owing mainly to the facts 
that the accused is one of the most 
wealthy cattlemen in the State and 
that the Nevada Live Stock Asso- 
ciation was prosecuting the case. 
The array of legal talent engaged 
was a formidable one, and con- 
sisted of Judge William Bonnifield, 
General Robert M. Clarke, J. H. 
McMillan and M. 8. Bonnifield for 
the defense, while Colonel R. H. 
Lindsay and A. E. Cheney waged 
legal battie for the prosecution. 
Owing to the widespread interest 
taken in the matter, a GAZETTE 
reporter to-day interviewed Mr. 
Lindsay, and from him a full his- 
tory of the case, from the alleged 
theft of the calf on September 25, 
1886, down to the completion of the 
case on Sunday last, was learned. 
The Colonel spoke without notes, 
and confined himself to giving such. 
facts as were adduced from wit- 
nesses at the trial as follows: The 
Colovel first stated that it was dis- 
tinctly understood by the prosecu- 
tion that the charge of grand lar- 
ceny could not be upheld, aud that 
the only hope held out by him was 
that a conviction of petit larceny 
could be secured. The Nevada Live 
Stock Association officials also had 
the same opinion, but resolved to 
push the case to a final issue as 
a Warning to others who were re- 
puted to be too handy with the 
branding iron—a fault, by the way, 
according to rumor, too prevalent 
in the eastern part of the State. 
Having delivered himself of the 
foregoing, Mr. Lindsay came down 
to facts. He said: “On september 
25, 1886, J. P. anderson aud John 
Hall, Joseph Hall, and George 
Stuber, cowboys in the former's 
employ, were out on the range 
thering cattle. John Hall and 
Soares Stuber were some distance 
away with the main band, while 
Anderson and Joe Hall were riding 
zu the outskirts. Anderson knew 
of a white cow ad a bull calf, some 
distance away, and ordered Hall, so 
the latter stated, to ride down and 
drive them into the main band. 
He knew the cow belonged to Rus- 
sell & Bradley, but said that he 
could make the calf allr.ght. This 
done, Anderson drove his cattle to 
his place at Golconda, a distance of 
eighty miles from the range, and io 
order to reach there, had to pass 
through the range of Russell & 
Bradley. On the 29th of the same 
month the cattle arrived at Ander- 
son’s home 33 and Russell & 
Bradley's calf was placed in a cor- 
ral, aud the mother again turned 
out on the public domain. The 
calf, according to the testimony, 
was subsequently branded by An- 
derson’s orders in the presence of 
his wife, Joe King, and two Mexican 


| herders, his brand UT“ being im- 


printed on the animal’s left hip, 
although at the time, according to 


the defense, it was stated by Ander- 


son that it was Russeil & Bradley's 
calf. Ou the trial the defense io- 
troduced testimony showing that 
the animal was not mutilated,“ as 
Anderson desired to leave the ani- 
mal eutire so as to be able to 
identify it. Thistestimony was re- 
butted r Sheriff N oe ys bee 
who testified that the animal had 
been castrated, and a considerable 
time had elapsed since the oper- 
ation. 

Ou or about November Ist the 
Hall boys were discharged from 
Auderson’s employ, and Joe Hall, 
knowing the facts, and desirous of 
“playing even“ with bis late em- 
ployer, went to Winnemucca about 

15th of.the same month, and 
made a statement to Secretary. 
Nixon, of the Nevada Live Stock 
Association, of the case. On No- 
vember 29th, Hall, acting accord- 
ing to the instructions of Nixon, 
went to Golconda, took the calf out 
of Anderson's corral and drove it to 
Winnemueca, where it was placed 
in Sweetser & Stauffer’s corral by 
order of Leputy Sheriff Nofsinger. 
For some unaccountable reason, the 
Colonel states, ne care was taken of 
the animal by the legal authorities

Did you eyer notice what a won- 
derful influence one good farmer 
in a township or valley has upon 
all the other farmers in the vicin- 
ity? Take, for example, a section 
where the land is naturally a little 
thin, where one generation after 
another have eked out a scanty 
living from the time of the first 
settlement, and let a good, system- 
atic, energetic farmer settle on an 
average piece of land, and begin 
stirring things up—first treating 
the soil as it should be treated, en- 
riching it with fertilizers and rota- 
tion of crops—and see the effect. 
How naturally everybody falls into 


ample.of the newcomer. Such a 
farmer is worth more to a neigh- 
borhood than all the old fogies that 
can be gotten together. It would 
not be a bad idea for those who 
have charge of the agricultural in- 
terests of the different States to 
arrange to place exemplary farmers 
in districts where the people are 
slow to make improvements, or to 
make the best of the advantages 
which naturally surround them. 
Such a scheme might be imprac- 
ticable, but it would certainly be a 
good way to “rattle the dry bones” 
that are standing in the way of 
progress in many a section or com- 


Keeping the Old Hens. 

It never pays to sell the hens as 
long as they are laying eggs enough 
to pay for all expenses, as the cull- 
ing out from the flock of those not 
desirable should be done as late in 
the season as possible, though it 
would not be unwise to get rid of 
the broken-down or overfat hens | 
at any time. Keep every hen that 
moults. early, fur they will finish 
the process and be ready for laying 
before cold weather, Do not dis- 
card a hen because she is old, if she 
is a good layer. It will make no 
difference to you how old she is as 
long as she is profitable. We have 
known hens to lay well until they 
were seven or eight years old. 
There is no truth in the old theory 
—for theory it is only—that a hen 
is of but little value after she is 
two years old. We have seen hens# 
six and seven year eld that laid as 
many eggs in a ycar as the younger 
ones, and often exceeding them. 
An old hen that has proved profit- 
able should be used as a brieder 
for the purpose of producing pul- 
lets, as living to old age also indi- 
cates hardiness. Keep an account 
of the eggs received, observe which 
hens are the best layers, in Summer 
as well as in Winter, and them 
carry over for next year, for in 
that way the flock will become bet- 
ter every season.
